Few [)eople realize how multitudin- 
ous the duties of a health offlcer in a 
city the size of Benton Harlior are, 
and how inadequate to the labor Is the 
com{ionsiitlon of the otllce, providing 
the health otTicer does Ills duty. 


Monday morning a case of scarlet 
fever was re|)orted in the family resid- 
ing at lUl High street, and a case of 
dipfitheria at 168 Miller street. Health 
Oftlccr Tutton reported the cases to 
the state board of health and to the 
superintendent of the city schools. He 
then procured the necessary placards 
and documents required to be left with 
the tttllictcd families and their neigh 
hors and placing them in his carriage 
started out to perform the functions of 
his olHcc. 


At 191 High street he reined up and 
with hummer and tucks attached a red 
card bearing 
the legend, "Scarlet 
'ever. This card shall not bo removed 
until such directions are given by the 
Health Olllcer." The neighliors were 
provided with instructions regarding 
the précautions 
necessîtry and the 
family where tlie case exists was given 
u document relating to restriction and 
prevention of scarlet fever. 


The health olllcer then proceeded to 
1(18 Miller street, where the diphtheria 
case was reported. The Interior of the 
htjUHe 
gave 
every 
evidence 
of 
poverty. The patient, a 1.5-year-old 
girl, occupied 
u bed 
in 
n 
low 
smoky, dingy room, uncariieted unti 
destitute of tlie plainest furniture. He 
nuide un exuminatlun of the case and 
discovered no diphtheritic symptoms, 
but with instructions to take preeuu 
tlons In all cases of sore throut the 
heulth otllccr was compelled to quurun- 
tine the house, and the white diph 
thcrlu sign was tacked up.

premises, and otherwise if necessary: 
notify teachers of su{>orintendents of 
sehocds coneornlng families In whiiih 
there are cases of diphtlieria; supervise 
funerals of persons dc>ad from diphthe- 
ria;/ disinfect rooms, clothing and 
premises, and all articles likely to Ik) 
infected, before allowing them to lie 
used by other persons than those in 
Isolation; keep the president of this 
board of health and the secreUiry of 
the state hoard of health constantly in- 
formed resiiecting each outbreak of 
diphtheria.,

Tlie old man seems to have 
had a most remarkable career, having 
been in the serviceof the old East India 
company, fought in the Crimea, being 
seriously wounded at the siege of Sevas- 
topol, and ufterwurd passed through the 
Indian mutiny. He then wont to Sonth 
Africa, whore lie fought against the 
Zulus and the Boers. Before the Trans- 
vaal was made over to the Boers he pur- 
chased for £350 some 15.000 acres of 
laud near the source of the Crocodile, 
better known as the Limpopo, wliere he 
made up his mind ultimately to settle. 
But war broke out, nud he took up arms 
against the Boers aud formed one of the 
party which bold Pretoria. In 1880, 
when the republic was doclnred, he re- 
fused to accept service under President 
Kroger, the resnlt being that his land, 
now estimated to bo worth many mil- 
liouH sterling, was forfeited.—West- 
minster Gazette.

OAkalooiin, Kas.. X>ec. 29.--In the Jef­ 
ferson county court )tere yesterday aft­ 
ernoon Judge I^uls Myers handed down 
a decfblon in the famous Santa Fe rail* 
way receivership case, holding: in favor 
of ths railway company. He decljfred 
that the alien land law, under which 
he had appointed a receiver for tlie 
property, does not apply to railroads. 
The decision is a complete victory for 
the Santa Pe company. The other ques­ 
tions of law raised by the attorneys 
on both sides were not passed, upon. 
Judge Myers holding that this point 
alone was sutHclent to end the litiga­ 
tion. The attorneys for the plalntlfT 
will take steps at once to carry the case 
to the Kansas supreme court on an ap 
peal. 
The decision 
was ffuite long 
The pivotal point In the case, says 
Judge Myers, turns on section 3. whether 
or not the alîfen land law applies to 
property necessarily used in operating 
railroad. 
Eiainptioa of RsUroad Propfrty. 


The great weight of judicial authority 
In this country Is, he continues, that 
the property of a railroad company 
necessary for the operation of Its rail­ 
road cannot be seised and sold in par­ 
cels under an execution. The courts 
have also held Invariably when con­ 
sidering Ihe words “real estate” and 
"lands” that the same should not be 
taken to mean the road-bed or right-of 
way of a railroad company, or other 
property necessary for it to use in the 
performance of Its chartered obliga­ 
tions. The real estate held or acquired 
by a public corporation, like that held 
or owned by a railroad company in 
tha exercise of a delegated right of 
eminent domain and necessary for uses 
In which the public Is concerned. Is 
not within the meaning of the law real 
estate.iriwt th* iJiw Waa PMiMcd For. 


The decision cites several authorities 
to uphold Itsstandand continuing says: 
”We know from current history that 
the mischief primarily sought to be 
remedied by the enactment of chapter 
3 was the prevention of the ownership 
of large tracts of land In the state by 
aliens, and the establishment In this 
state of the oppressive system of land­ 
lordism pre%’alent In England and other 
countries. The movement of which the 
statute of 1891 was the expression and 
result was not a crusade against rail­ 
roads, but was aimed at aliens holding 
real estate in the usual and ordinary 
acceptance of that term; that is, for 
farming, graslng and other like pur­ 
poses.

of 1891. It is axiomatic that statutes 
will be construed In the most l>eneflclal 
way when their language will permit 
the prevention of absurdity, hardship

The sultan knows perfectly well that 
he Muropeun powers are not agraed as 
to the extent of measures of coercion, 
tnd that they wlnh to avoid downright 
war. because no one could tell what 
Interests might ilnally be involved In 
the struggle. If his Mussulman subjects 
ihould generally respond to the nultan’M 
ippeal, the coercion of Turkey would 
l»e an expensive process. The poweis 
lesllate t<» undertake the task, nut only 
in account of the expense, but also be- 
auae there Is no agreement as to the 
division of the spoils. Hence th« im­ 
portant question Is whether 
AMul 
Hanild Is really In earnest in his threat, 
or Is simply trying tu gain time by a 
blunf. Delay has saved the Turkish^em- 
plre mure than once and may again. 


The story here is that the Russian 
imbttsaador on Saturday, acting in eon- 
•ert with the reptesHUtatlves iif Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Germany and 
.\ustrla, had an audience of the sultan, 
Abdul Hamid, one of many such Inter­ 
views which have taken place within 
Ihe past year on the same subject, that 
of a better administration of the afTairs 
of the Turkish empire. The Russian 
diplomat began by warning the sultan 
and the Turkish government that if 
the revenues ceded .for the payments 
of the Turkish debt were touched the 
iSuropean control of the finances of 
the empire would i>ecome inevitable, 


M. De Nelldoft, the Russian ambas­ 
sador. further Informed the sultan that 
the cxar guai*anteed his personal safe­ 
ty and engaged himself to maintain 
the sultan's supremacy, In the event of 
severe measures being necessary upon 
the part of the powers. The sultan, 
however, remained obdurate, refusing 
ills consent to any measure of control. 
Ilnanclal or otherwise, by the powers. 
To this Ihe Russian ambassador replied 
that the condition of the Turkish em­ 
pire placed the throne and the caliphate 
in imminent peril. Thereupon Abdul 
Hamid remarked, impressively: 


I may be the last of the caliphs, 
but I will never become a second 
khedlve," 


In addition to these warning«, M. 
Nelldoff sent a note to th^ Turkish gov­ 
ernment and to the palace, and the 
utmost significance is attached to It in 
diplomatic circles. He pointed out In 
precise terms the necessity of the «ul- 
tan following the advice of the powers, 
And acting in complete agreement with 
their plans for Improving the situation, 
warning them again that the «uitan's 
refusal to do so involves the moat dia- 
agreaabia consaquencea.

Washington late 
Sunday evening. The results of the con­ 
ference were guarded with the usual 
secrecy which prevails at meetings be­ 
tween the secretary and the ambassa­ 
dor, but there Is good reason to believe 
it was the occasion for going over sev­ 
eral new phases of the Venezuela ques­ 
tion which have developed with the re­ 
turn of the officials from Caracas. 


The officials themselves are extreme­ 
ly reticent and will say only in gen­ 
eral terms that the prospect of an ac­ 
ceptance of the settlement by Vene­ 
zuela is good. It Is understood, how’- 
ever, that there are Important limita­ 
tions to this acceptance, which appear 
to make the case less hopeful of an 
Immediate and satisfactory conclusion 
than has been expected. It seems that 
Venezuela Is waiting to see a draft t»f 
the whole proposed treaty. Instead of 
the outline she has received, before de­ 
ciding. As to the Anglo-American or- 
bltration treoty no doubt exists of Its 
approval. 


Will Call Culoiiibla to Acconiit. 


Washington, Dec. 29.—The action of 
the Colombian authorities in detaining 
the American schooner Whitford nearly 
three weeks last spring at Colon nuiy 
be made the basis for a correction of 
many of the petty offfclal annoyances 
and llegal obstacles that have been 
thrown In the way of American ship­ 
ping merchants doing business with 
the Spanish Main. Assurance was giv­ 
en yesterday to persons interested in 
the Whitford that the state department 
would niov«* energetically In that di­ 
rection. So far no claim for Indemnity 
In the case of the Whitford has been 
lodged, but the state department Is 
giving the matter earnest attention.
